The horses reared and plunged, and 
the wildcat sank its sharp claws deeper 
into their flesh and caught one of the 
horses in the neck with its teeth. 
The team dashed .from the road into 
the woods, where tho wagon stalled 
them. As they pluugad about in the 
Ijrush Krise jumped from the wagon, 
seized the wildcat by the bind legs, 
and dragged it from the horses. Then 
the savage animal turned upon Krise, 
who had nothing to defend himself 
with. 
In a very few seconds he was 


stripped of clothing by the rapid work- 
ing of the wildcat's claws, and his 
flesh was lacerated bj the animal's 
teeth. 
He fought the fierce beast as 


best he could, aud at last succeeded 
in getting hold of a big stone. 
By a 


lucky blow with this he stunned the 
wildcat aud then beat it to death. 


In the meantime the horses had 


freed themselves and the wagon, got 
back into tho road and ran away. 
Krise flung the carcass of the big 
wildcat over his"shoulder anil started 
after them afoot. 
A railo further 


along he came np to the team, which 
had been stopped by a woodsman. 
The horses were bleeding from deep 
cats in their back where the wildcat 
had clawed and bitten them. Krise 
drove on home, ragged, and bleeding. 
The wildcat was five feet long and 
weighed sixty pounds.

It has 
been througa tha death of patients 
treated by them that other members 
of the trih*K have ^>een condemned as 
in league with the devil. 


Consumption has made great ravages 


in the Icd;aa-"'eamp§ daring the past 
few months, consequently the number 
of witches and accompanying murders 
has increased. An Indian on taking 
sick sends for the medicine n.an. If 
the latter is not successful in effecting 
a cure he at once says the patient is 
bewitched 
The relatives assemble at 


the hut of the sick man and decide on 
a ™sm!?et or the tr*be who is to be 
held as the, witch. 


The medicine man may or may not 


point -out the unfortunate. One is al- 
ways found, however, and promptly 
imprisoned. Often to effect a cure he 
is terribly tortured. Burning out the 
eyes of the victim with a red-hot iron 
is a favorite mode of punishment be* 
fore the patient dies. If this or some 
other punishment equally does not ef- 
fect a cure and the patient dies, the al~ 
3eged witch is slowly put to death. 


Usually his internal organs are 


burned-out, for the death must be slow 
and painful. The Wi'angel and Stick- 
ene river Indians have been especially 
cruel during the past year. Their 
witches are usually young boys or 
women 
Several have been rescued by 


missionaries after being terribly nra 
tilated. 


Extraordinary Thlb«t»n 
One of the most extraordinary cere- 


monies in connection with the disposal 
of the dead is that practiced by th* 
Thibetans 
Here is an account of It 


as given In his book. "In the Forbid- 
den Land," by Mr. H. Savage Landor, 
the young English traveler, who waa 
so barbarously tortured not long ago 
by the Thibetan authorities: 
"The 


body of the deceased is borne to th* 
top of a hill, where the Lamas pro- 
nounce 
certain 
incantations 
and''

Bracket!, sec- 
retary of the United Slates commission 
of the Paris exposition at the New York 
office. 


"Kussia." he said, "will have a little 


more spate, but the United Stales has 
a larger allotment than either England 
or Germany.

The czar's disarmament scheme re- 


c*5vts aJinost daily a "hit briow the 
belt" i^ the tihape of announcements 
of the exienfcion of the military and 
naval forces of the various powers, ic 
one form or other. Afur ihe news that 
the German field artillery will be 
definitely armed wiin th* new quick- 
firers by ihe beginning of the new year 
comes the announcement ibat the 
French field artillery, before ihe spring, 
will be fully armed with the new 7.5 
centimeter quick-firers, rivaling the 
German arm. 


Serious »?t«nt:on is being given in 


Great 
Britain to these important 


changes, which one authority describes 
as being "the most portentous military 
advance in armament since the intro- 
duction of magazine rifles, or perhaps 
since the Germans used breech-loading 
needle guns in the Austrian war of 
1866." 


Experts estimate that batteries of the 


new guns will be at least three times as 
powerful as the present batteries. Each 
new French banery costs £ 12,000 ($60,- 
000). The rearming"thus costs France 
£5.700,000 ($28,500,000) in guns alone, 
while the improved gun will also neces- 
sitate the reorganization of the ammu- 
nition ti-anspon, which wili bring the 
total expenditure up to nearly £10,- 
000.000 ($50,000,000). British artillery- 
ists point out that against these neiv 
guns the British artillery would be 
swept off the field and they urge that 
the British field gun be brought to the 
level of the foreign arm. Great Britain 
must thus be prepared for an early ex- 
penditure of £2.500.000 (Sia.500.000). 


France will have nine xvarsbips build- 


ing in 1S99. 


Interesting details have been pub- 


lished regarding the French submarine 
boat Gustave Zede. which. It is claimed, 
has just emerged from some successful 
tests at Toulon. She ii said to have tor- 
pedoed the French ironclad Magenta 
twice, once when the latter was an- 
fhored and Jhe second time whej ?be 
was moving. The only drawback, it is 
pointed out. is that the «ddy caused by 
iJie boat betrayed -her movements at 
1,500 yard's in broad daylight. The pric- 
c'plc of the invention is that the boat 
is no longer blind, two lieutenants hav- 
ing invented an eye which facilities 
submarine iprogress. Another French 
submarine boat, the Gymnoie. is now 
firmed with torpedoes and a third, to be 
named- the Morse, will be ready in 
Murch.

Tke So«»d» Which Were Made 


OIde» Tirara to Call the Egyp- 


tian* to Prayer. 


Before the time of bells various in- 


struments were used to summon con- 
gregations to worship. In Egjgt the} 
are said to have followed a Jewish cus- 
tom in using a trumpet. In some ori- 
ental churches a kind of rattle gave 
tile signal. 
In monasteries monks 


took it in turn to go round tbe ce!L= 
calling the inmates to their devotions 
by knocking wittt » hammer, vrhicli 
was called the "awakening' instru- 
jnenV Bells W one kind or another 
are, however, of very great antiquity, 
birring been used in religious cere- 
monies by many of the ancient nations 
as a means of honoring their gods and 
summoning them to the feast. 
For 


example, the feast of Osiris and Isis 
was always announced by bells. Pliin 
says that bells *fere in use long be- 
fore his time, being called "tin tin 
na.bula." The use of small bells (nolae) 
in this country, suys William of Malmes- 
bury, may be traced back as far as 
the fifth century, and it is clear from 
Bede that even tiose of the larger kind 
(campanae), such as sounded in the 
air and called a numerous congregation 
to Divine service, were employed in 
England as early as the year 6SO, being 
that m which the Abbot Hilda died.

good keeping butter of exquisite aro- 
ma may be produced without washing 
at all. provided the cream be churned 
at a low enough temperature.

of cows. The cows that have gone to 
the butcher have without doubt been 
the poorer milkers. If a man is going 
to sell off some of h!s cows he will not, 
as a rule, part with his good milkers, 
at least if they are to go for beef. It 
has been stated by expert dairymen 
that if one-half of the cows in 
the 


country could be sent to the block th« 
owners of them would be better off 
than at present, for the reason that the 
half of the cows do not make enough 
butter to pay for their keeping. This 
-being the case. It is evident that the 
butter they do-make is a neutral quan- 
tity so far as profit is concerned, while 
it acts as a bear influence on the but- 
ter market, keeping it down when it 
would otherwise experience a decided 
rise. This is a good thing for the con- 
sumer, but we can hardly expect the 
producer of dairy products to .work for 
nothing for the sake of having the con- 
sumer get the goods at cost. The num- 
ber of milch cows, with value are given 
in a report of the department of agri- 
culture as follows:

Chaining Tcmperntara. 


In his annual report the Dairy In- 


structor of New Zealand says: 
The 


antiquated notion which prevailed gen- 
erally when I visited the factories, of 
60 degrees being the correct tempera- 
ture to churn at, is dying hard; still it 
s dying. Many of its Quondam sup- 
porters now admit the German-made 
thermometers marked at 60 degrees 
with the command

'Chura,'1 need not be obeyed, and that 
churning at 55 or 56 degrees will pro- 
duce better results. A few have ven- 
ured still lower and report favorably, 
a warm weather, 52 degrees Is, in my 
opinion, the highest advisable churn- 
ng temperature. The water for wash- 
ng the butter should always be two or 
hree degrees colder than the butter 
tself, otherwise

•iticky. Butter makers are apt to say 
hat they cau extract as much, or near- 
y as much, butter fat from the cream 
by churning nt 55 degrees as at 60 de- 
grees, and that therefore there is no- 
hiag to gain by reducing the croam 
he last 5 degrees.

Dairy ProdartM In Japan. 


A t the last meeting of the California 


Dairymen's Association, L. Y. Chiashi. 
a Japanese gentleman, said, as report- 
ed by the Pacific Rural Press: 


Dairy Demand la Japan.—Just think 


of the progress ia Japan in the past 
thirty years and the probable changes 
in that couatry aad ia China In the 
future: Thirty years ago Japan com- 
menced to trade 
with Europe 
aad 


America, at which time and for many 
years this trade was insignificant. 
Think what it is today! Thirty years 
ago not a pound of butter, cheese or 
condensed milk and not a drop of 
cow's fresh milk was used in Japan. 
At present over 250 dairies, with from 
five to fifty cows each, supply the milk 
trade of Tokio alone. Butter 
and 


cheese are becoming a common food 
in that country and the demand ia 
constantly increasing. 


Imports and Local Makes.—During 


the year of 1897 San Francisco sent 
$20.000 worth of butter, '$3,200 
ot 


cheese and a very large amount of con- 
densed milk to Japan, besides a con- 
siderable amount that was exported 
from other points, in addition to an 
enormous sicount rrom Vrance, Ger- 
many and Australia. The average na- 
tive-made butter is highest in price, 
that of France second and the United 
States last. The Japanese dairyman 
does aot understand the process of 
ripening cream, aud the dative-made 
butter is of very low grade, but the 
people are willing to pay from 40 to 
50 cents a pound ia gold on account of 
freshness. The retail prices ot milk 
are at present 13^a cents a quart, on 
a gold basis, and the demand far ex- 
ceeds the supply, so all the dairymen 
find a better profit in retailing milk 
than in changing to butter 
making. 


Some butter dairies have been estab- 


lished in country districts, but Japan- 
ese cows are not good milkers, haying 
been bred for many centurjesMor pur- 
poses of labor, and milk was not con- 
sumed at all. The native dairy cows 
somewhat resemble the Devon breed 
and are small,. tnSikers. 


Local Supply Inadequate.—-The con- 


sumption of dairy products is not only 
Increasing, but the consumption ot 
m«?at "is becoming enormous; by the 
last census of am amis it is shown 
that the number slaughtered far ex- 
ceeds the births, aad if this continues 
there will soon be no native cattle. 
The government has awakened to 
this, but action is slow compared with 
that in other industries. 1 believe, 
conscientiously, that in a country 
like Japan, the demands .for 
dairy 


products will increase year by year at 
a wonderful ratio, and that this con- 
sumption e-sn nex-er be supplied by the 
domestic product, because the cattlo 
are inferior and the farmers flad bet- 
ter compensation in growiag silk, tea 
and rice than in making -butter or 
cheese, henoe the import from other 
countries is necessary. 1 think this 
will be the same ia China, though no' 
to BO marked an extent. 


Our Market for Chdene. 


"We are striving earnestly for 
a 


market away from home. Our best 
hopes are that such a market will 
take a small per cent of our cheese. 
Meanwhile the home market suffer* 
because the people cannot get 
a 


cheese that is fit to eat. 
With the 


right kind of cheese on our mnrkec 
we would have ao surplus to sell to 
foreiga countries. 
Unripe cheese in 


hurried onto the market. It goes into 
the homes of would-be cheese con- 
sumers. On the table it is partaken 
of sparingly, because experience has 
taught the people that most cheese 
proves unwholesome. Where a pound 
should be eaten, an ounce Is made 
away with. Were the cheese properly 
made and well ripened it would be 
found to be healthful, and the people 
would have confidence 
in it. The 


slight increase in each of a million 
homes would prove a gigantic factor 
in the market—a factor that would 
take all of our surplus product and 
consequently make the price better. 


Fredlng Grain on Pasture. 


Our experience leads us to feed some 


grain all summer. Slight returns if 
any, 
will be shown from grain feeding 


while pasture is at its best, but this 
condition lasts but a short time and 
then the grain begins to show an in- 
crease in the milk yield. Experiments 
indicate that the grain feeding shows 
no increase of milk during the flush of 
pasture, yet the feed after the pasture 
has begun to fail, will produce more 
milk where grain has been given all 
the time. U is necessary t6 feed only 
a small quantity of grain while the 
pasture Is vigorous. 
This feed not 


only has the effect on milk yield men- 


n.-.i inn It makes the epws want to 


cow.e homo to be milked, and more 


tenied at minting time.—Bulletin 81 
Kansas Experiment Station.

cultivation either alone or as a by- 
crop with wheat. New to the cereals, 
gram forms the largest pan of the food 
used In India and ia portions of north- 
ern Africa, Spain and other countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean.

country at various times since 18C4 as

The Idaho 
j>ea -was t-ultivated at the Colorado Ex- 
perimental Station in 1895 and 1896. 
Professor Cooke states that it "has 
demonstrated its ability to make a 
large growth with-plenty, of- water and 
a fair growth with a very limited sup- 
ply. It belongs to the pea family and 
is grown in: rows, 30 inches apart, and 
the plants 6 to 12 inches apart in the 
rows. Its growth indicates that it can 
be raised for about I cent per pound." 


Seed: About 30 to 50 pounds of seed 


are used per acre, depending upon 
whether it.is sown in drills or broad- 
cast. In India the largest acreage Is 
in the northwest provinces, where the 
soils are similar to those west of th« 
one hundredth meridian, and the cli- 
mate is much, like'that of New Mexico 
said Arizona. 
All authorities agree 


that it is better suited to arid anil 
semi-arid regions than to humid ones, 
the crop apparently requiring a great 
many sunny days during its season o£ 
growth. Better results are secured in 
growing it with irrigation than with- 
out, although it makes a fair yield on 
comparatively dry soils. If continued 
experiments with this plant in the west 
prove that its average yield is as high 
as has been claimed, it will undoubted- 
ly prove a valuable addition to the list 
of forage plants suitable to semi-arid 
regions. 


The Time to Sow Seed.—The gram 


plant is very sensitive to co!d. The 
»eed should be sown not earlier tban 
May 15, or at the higher altitudes about 
the 1st of June, and, if some of the 
enort-season varieties are procured, 
there will bo less danger of their being 
caught by early frosts. Gram is grown 
in India as a winter crop. It might 
prove of some value in parts of the 
Southern stales as a winter crop and 
soil cover, on lands which are unsuit- 
ed to the vetches and the crimson 
clover. 
It requires only moderate 


amounts of moisture and is said to be 
injured by prolonged cloudy weather 
or abundant rains, which cause it to 
flower prematurely and thus material- 
ly affect the yield of seed. 


As a Soil Renovator.—Gram is one 


of the leguminous forage crops which 
has the power of absorbing gaseous 
nitrogen from the, air, thus adding to 
the stores of nitrogen in the soil, and 
though the fact of nitrogen-absorption 
by leguminous plants has not been well 
understood until recent years, this has 
long been considered one of the best 
Indian crops for soil renovation anil 
improvement. 


For Feeding Purposes.—Gram is a 


staple article of horse feed in India. 
The seed is also highly valued for fat- 
tening sheep and cattle. There is a 
considerable trade with England and 
other foreign countries where the peas 
are used for the same purposes. 


Poisonous Qualities.—The forage is 


said to be actually poisonous to horses 
on account of the excess of oxalic acid 
in the leaves. 
Cattle eat it, but it 


often proves injurious to them, al- 
though to a less extent than to horsea. 
However, this crop is not ordinarily 
grown as a forage crop, but for the 
seeds, and the seeds alone are used in 
India for feeding purposes. 


Production 
Per Acre.—Gram has 


been grown 
experimentally 
at the 


grass garden in Washington, D. C., 
and seed has also been distributed to 
a limited number of farmers in various 
parts of the country. The reports con- 
cerning it were not very favorable ex-

undoubted fact that there are at. least 
two diseases, both known as 
roup. 


How many more there may be we 
have not yet discovered. , One of these 
is curable; the other is not. so far 
as our experience would indicate. To 
show the difference of opinion we need • 
only quote from two articles appear- • 
ing in a recent number of the Amer- 
ican Poultry Journal. One of ths ar- j 
tides is by H. B. Geer. In part he • 
says:

"We long since quit doctoring ronpy . 


chickens. Our remedy is the hatchet. ; 
It is the best remedy in the long run. i 
Roup should go, and every cUicken 
that has it should be killed on the' 
manifestation of the very first synp- '. 
toms of the disease."

The next article in the paper referred j 


to is by H. C. Austin, who says in 
pan: 


'It make* me tired to hear a man 


advocate using the hatchet for sick 
fowls. I have had roup and canker in 
their worst forms, but I succeeded in 
curing the birds.. .Roup in fowls is 
like cold in the human system—if you 
neglect.it you have a bad case. A 
cured bird ie as good as one that never 
had'the roup." 
: 


In a recent issue the Farmers' Re- 


view published reports of roupy fowls 
that had been successfully, doctored at 
the North Carolina Experiment : Sta- 
tion. We cannot tepress": tSie belief 
that the disease ioctored there was not 
by any means :what we call, the most 
virulent form of roup. W? have :seen 
roup and roup. We had a case one 
year where it broke out in March and 
remained with tho flock all summer, 
being most deadly is midsummer. The 
fowls for the most part showed none 
of the characteristic signs qt roup. 
They simply became a little frothy-in 
the mouth, their temperature ran up 
to a great height and diarrhea set in 
that always terminated fatally. None 
of the means tried seemed to have any 
effect on. the fowls, and all that took 
the disease died, though some of them 
lingered for weeks. The last remedy 
was to kill every bird that showed 
the least sign of the disease, and the 
well ones were tamed over to the 
butcher. The whole flock ha* num- 
bered SB fowls, and 46 died or were 
killed on account of the roup. 
The 


house and yards were then purified 
and left unoccupied for several months. 
This was roup in its worst form and 
we believe incurable.

There died In Sydney, A ultra)'*, the 


other day a man worth ££.000.000. 
who had the name of being a woman- 
hater. Eccentric James Tyson was: 
woman-hater he was tot, for ia bis 
soy bean be carried for fifty years the 
sweetest of romances; for half a cen- 
tury he dreamed of the woman who 
had won his love in youth, but to 
whom he never spoke of his regard. 
If he had spoken, all might have been 
different, but with a shyness rare in 
those whom fate has destined for vast 
wealth and unlimited power, he deem- 
ed himself unworthy to woo where his 
errant love had flown. Tyson was lit- 
erally born in the bush and worked 
as a farmhand, doing wonderful feats 
with his gigantic strength. He saved 
his money and went to a hill station 
to herd bullocks, in constant danger 
of bis life from black fellows. He was 
grimly determined to succeed. After 
some years of toil he '-set up" for him- 
self on tne Billy bong river with his 
savings. Drought killed bis herd and 
drove him to desperation, and he had 
to give, up the experiment and go to 
cattle keeping "on thirds" for others, 
a system which gives all the risk and 
most of the profit to tie capitalist. 


In the endeavor to induce the hens 


to lay many poultrymen resort to forc- 
ing processes, and feed in a manner 
sometimes unnatural, says Poultry 
Keeper. Red pepper, sulphur, saffron, 
ginger and all kinds of egg foods are 
"resorted to, and if there is any virtue 
in such there is no excuse for any- 
thing but the best results. But it may 
as well be stated that while such ar- 
ticles may serve as stimulants, and 
temporarily invigorate the hens, they 
are of no value whatever to healthy 
fowls. The hens in their natural con- 
dition simply seek a variety of food in 
order to derive those elements that are 
essential to the formation of the eggs, 
and to supply bodily waste, and the 
best tonics consist of wholesome food. 
When egg foods and condition powders 
are given the benefit from such is due 
more to the fact that they supply 
something which the poultryman neg- 
lects to give, such as salt, for instance, 
rather than to any substance contained 
that induces laying. The hen only lays 
when she is capable of supplying the 
materials for forming an egg, and red 
pepper contributes but a small propor- 
tion df any. substance that is necessary. 
But there are those who do find such 
things beneficial at times, but it is 
when the hens are debilitated and re- 
quire stimulants. Even when the hens 
are urged to lay, should their appetites 
be increased by such means, their eggs 
arc seldom fertilized and are almost 
worthless for hatching purposes. There 
is no necessity for treating fowls.dif- 
ferently from other stock, but they 
should receive all the care necessary 
for their thrift aim prosperity. 


White Holland Tnrkej-*. 


In a recent number of Farmers' Re- 


view, a-correspondent, speaking of tur- 
key-raising, said:- "If there could be a 
breed of turkeys raised that would not 
wander away it would pay to raise 
them." 
I will say. by way of reply, 


that I have raised the common brown 
turkey and the Mammoth Bronze, and 
always had trouble with them on ac- 
count of their wandering away, and 
one y«ar I lost 30 birds from this hab- 
it. But for the last ten years I have 
raised the White Holland turkeys arid 
they .are perfect pets. One of the old 
mother hens I could pick up anywhere 
and the young ones were very tame. 
I have never had the least trouble with 
their straying away.
